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MINUTES OF THE ADVISORY 
COUNCIL MEETING 


March 20, 1958 


The Advisory Council of the Louisiana 
Library Association met Thursday, March 20, 
at 10:00 a.m. in the Washington-Youree 
hotel. Mr. T. N. McMullan, president, pre- 
sided. 

Mr. McMullan called for reports from 
committee chairmen. The Auditing and 
Adult Education Committees had no report. 
Miss Peggy Harper, chairman of the Con- 
stitution, By-laws and Manual Committee, 
reported that some changes must be made 
in the manual and by-laws and that these 
would be presented to the convention on 
Saturday morning. 

Miss Sallie Farrell reported on the work 
of the Federal Relations Committee, stating 
that theirs was a continuing program aimed 
at securing more federal funds. She called 
on members of the Association to contact 
representatives, soliciting their support con- 
cerning the Library Services Act. 

Legislation Committee had no report. The 
chairman, Mr. Sammy Dyson, stated that he 
had just been given some recommendations 
for his committee to consider. 

Miss Frances Flanders, chairman of the 


Louisiana Literary Award Committee, report- . 


ed that the award was ready to be given 
and that the recipient would be at the con- 
vention. Miss Flanders stated that she felt 
the Association should consider paying the 
travel expenses of the award winner or pro- 
viding some kind of honorarium in addition 
to the present plan of paying only for hotel 
expenses and meals. 

Mrs. Ruby Hanks, chairman of the mem- 
bership Committee, reported a present mem- 
bership of 724. Of that number, 116 are 
new members. 

Miss S. Metella Williams, Modisette 
Award Committee chairman, reported that 
the recipients of both the Trustee and Pub- 
lic Library Awards had been selected and 
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that the awards were ready to be given, 
This year the committee will give honorable 
mention to all libraries having made a 10. 
point increase over the previous year's te. 
port. 

Miss Agnes Clark, Public Relations chair. 
man, reported that the conference has been 
well publicized. She stated that she felt that 
the 2nd vice-president was not the proper 
person to handle convention publicity but 
that it should be turned over to a special 
public relations committee with an adequate 
staff. The council agreed with Miss Clark 
and went on record as favoring the idea of 
considering the possibility of hiring a pub- 
lic relations person to handle the conven- 
tion publicity for six weeks prior to the con- 
vention. 

Miss Jean Royston, Recruiting chairman, 
reported that Library Career Days had been 
held in Lafayette, Hammond, Lake Charles, 
and Monroe. One will be held in Baton 
Rouge on March 28, and one at Northwest- 
ern on April 22. 

The Scholarship and the State Planning 
Committees had no reports. 

Miss Peggy Harper reported on revision 
of state documents. She stated that at pres- 
ent there are acts on the book which the 
committee hopes will pass and that some- 
thing can be worked out in the way of a 
satisfactory disposal policy. 

Mrs. Hogan reported on the work of her 
committee on the indexing of Louisiana mag- 
azines. Questionnaires have been sent out, 
and publishers have been contacted to see 
what indexing is being done. The commit- 
tee also contacted other state associations 
to see if they are doing any indexing, but 
found none who are. Although the com- 
mittee considers indexing of magazines 
worthwhile, they cannot do any of the ac- 
tual indexing. 

The Union Catalog Committee had no 
report. 

Miss Arceneaux reported on the Bulletin 
expense, comparing figures of the 1956 vol- 
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umes, 1957 volumes, and the one issue pub- 
lished in 1958. In 1956 there were 4 issues 
which $1,392.62. The Bulletin re- 
ceived $799 from advertisements, $47 for 
subscriptions, and $25.35 for extra copies. 

The L.L.A. subsidy for 1956 was $700. 
In 1957 the cost almost doubled—$2,355.04 
—because the paging nearly doubled. The 
receipts from advertisements were $721. 
Several advertisers canceled, stating that they 
had decided to limit advertising to national 
publications. The L.L.A. subsidy for 1957 
was $1,167.72. 

For the single issue published in 1958, 
the cost was $447.48. To date the L.L.A. 
subsidy has been $22. The business manager 
stated that it was going to be necessary to 
limit the number of pages to meet expenses 
and that a definite budget be set up for the 
Bulletin. 

The council discussed several possibilities 
of meeting the increased cost of the Bulletin 
—a raise in dues or an increase in adver- 
tising possibly by assisting the business man- 
aget of the Bulletin in contacting possible 
advertisers. 

Dr. Eugene Watson, chairman of the 
Committee to prepare a proposed Inter- 
library-Loan Code for Louisiana Libraries, 
submitted mimeographed copies of the re- 
port of his committee and stated that the 
feport was ready to be presented for con- 
sideration at the Saturday morning session. 

Miss Clara Haupt gave the treasurer’s re- 
port covering the period from July 1, 1957, 
to March 15, 1958. 

Mrs. Hanks announced that the 1959 
LL.A. convention would be held in Baton 
Rouge on March 19, 20, 21, with headquar- 
ters at the new Capitol House. 

Dr. Shirley Stephenson, Convention Pro- 
gam Chairman, expressed her appreciation 
to the group for their cooperation. The 
council commended Dr. Stephenson for her 
ine work as program chairman. 

Miss Sallie Farrell proposed that the sec-

GENERAL SESSION 


March 20, 1958 


The first general session of the 32nd an- 
nual convention of L.L.A. was held on 
March 20, 1958, in the Crystal Ballroom 
of the Washington-Youree Hotel in Shreve- 
port.

MINUTES OF THE THIRD 
GENERAL SESSION 


March 22, 1958 


The third general session of the 32nd 
annual convention of L. L. A. met Saturday 
morning, March 22, in the Crystal Ballroom 
of the Washington-Youree Hotel. Mr. T. 
N. McMullan presided. 

Mr. John Hall Jacobs reported on A. L. 
A. Midwinter. The problem facing A. L. A. 
is that of delegates and alternates to A. L. A. 
Council. Alternates are many times unin- 
formed. Mr. Jacobs moved that Dr. Essae 
M. Culver be made an automatic alternate. 
Dr. Watson seconded. Motion carried. 

Mr. Jacobs further stated that A. L. A. 
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President Lucile M. Morsch emphasized the 
need for the council to become a more 
stately or deliberative group—that delegates 
be more serious and take a more responsible 
attitude. 

Mrs. Rubie Hanks reported that 333 reg. 
istered for the convention. L. L. A. mem. 
bership to date is 772, with over 100 new 
members. The largest increase is among 
school librarians. 

Mrs. Hanks announced that the next meet- 
ing will be held in Baton Rouge at the 
Capitol House on March 19-21. 

Mr. James Dyson reported on the micro- 
filming of the Union Catalog of Louisiana. 

Miss Peggy Harper, chairman of the 
committee on Constitution, By-Laws, and 
Manual, reported for her committee. The 
Constitution Committee recommended that 
Article VII of by-laws be amended as fol- 
lows. 


Section 1—The official year of the Asso- 
ciation shall run from July 1 
to June 30. 

Section 2—The fiscal year of the Asso- 
ciation shall coincide with the 
official year. 

Section 3—The membership year of the 
Association shall be the cal- 
endar year. 


Miss Harper moved the adoption of the 
recommendation. Dr. Culver seconded. Mo- 
tion carried. 

Miss Harper reported on the Distribution 
Act and the disposal policy. She stated that 
there is a bill that allows state agencies to 
dispose of materials by getting a ruling 
from the Department of Archives. This mat- 
ter is being looked into. 

Mrs. Thesta Ann Hogan, chairman of 
the Indexing of Louisiana Magazines, read 
the progress report of her committee. Ques- 
tionnaires and letters were sent out to libra- 
ries and editors of Louisiana magazines to 
see how much indexing was being done or 
how much was being contemplated. Replies 
indicated that very little is being done, and 
nothing is being planned for the immediate 
future. 

The committee concluded that while many 
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librarians consider the indexing of Louisi- 
ana Magazines a very important project, pres- 
ent demands being made on library staffs 
prevent much active participation. 

Dr. Eugene Watson presented the report 
of the Inter-library Loan Code Committee. 
The Executive Board accepted the report 
and discharged the committee. No official 
ation on the report will be taken for at 
least one year. 

Mr. George Davis read the report of the 
Resolutions Committee and moved the adop- 
tion of the report. Seconded by Mrs. Hanks. 
Motion carried.

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produce an attractive, well annotated bibli- 
ography for you. I’m sorry to say I don’t 
have one for you but I would recommend 
that you investigate the books in a classifi- 
cation often overlooked by librarians—the 
business section of your library. I am sure 
that all of you read our own professional 
publications and the excellent articles on 
professional responsibility, staff relations, li- 
brary administration, etc., which appear from 
time to time. But sometimes we miss the 
excellent material in other sources that is 
readily adaptable to our own field and often 
presents a fresh viewpoint. When you have 
a personnel or organizational problem you 
can often find a solution in a manual on 
plant supervision or a book in the manage- 
ment series. 

I had this brought forcefully to my at- 
tention at one of my first ALA conferences 
—by mistake, I found myself in a catalog 
section meeting (you'll know how long ago 
that was by the fact I refer to the Catalog 
Section) and the speaker was an engineer 
from Douglas Aircraft, who talked on hu- 
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man engineering, flow charts, problems of 
communication, etc. Much of the termin- 
ology and many of the ideas were strange 
to me but it opened up a new channel of 
thought. I still remember some of the 
examples he used to show methods of work- 
ing with people to achieve cooperation in- 
stead of hostility. For instance, the way of 
presenting a new idea to an assistant is of 
great importance and often makes the differ- 
ence between success and failure. As a de- 
partment head, supervisor, or head librarian 
it is essential for you to understand an 
objective, but whether it is attained or not 
usually rests with the individuals who carry 
out the work. How well you can maintain 
a two-way flow of understanding and bring 
out the best in people will determine the 
degree of your success. 

Leadership is a quality of character; a 
state of mind, probably an inborn capacity, 
but one that can be improved by conscious 
effort and thought. Confidence is probably 
the essential ingredient; confidence in one’s 
self and confidence of subordinates which 
can be either emotional or intelligent. Faith 
is also important. To inspire others to think 
creatively, cooperatively, and progressively 
requires imagination, initiative and energy, 
plus faith—faith in one’s self, faith in one’s 
cause, and faith in one’s followers. 

The good leader is sincere, loyal, honest 
and fair. He must be tactful, self-controlled 
and well-disciplined. Above all, his objec- 
tive must be worthwhile, and presupposes 
knowledge of that objective, and confidence 
that it can be attained. 

To inspire, teach, and develop other 
people requires constructive planning—and 
a feeling of relative certainty that the ulti- 
mate objective can be attained. To attain 


that objective, however, as the leader you , 


must first know what it is, and then your 
assistants must be made equally aware of 
this ultimate goal and their particular part 
in achieving it. 

Clarity of purpose is essential and I think 
this is sometimes one of our most difficult 
problems. We are so busy with everyday 
tasks that we simply keep going without 
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stopping to think where we actually want 
to go and how best to get there. 
Confusion is apt to result, but I hope we 
won't find ourselves in the position of the 
farmer who was walking down a country 
road in Iowa one day. He carried a rope 
in his hand. He-met a friend who asked 
where he was going and the farmer replied 
he was so confused he wasn’t sure. In fact, 
he went on, “I’m so confused, I can’t re.

The leader who knows his objective must 
also be convinced that his objective is worth- 
while, and be able to transmit the impor- 
tance of the goal to those with whom, and 


through whom, the work is to be done. t 
Surely, all of us are convinced that. the | 


bringing together of books and people is 
a high calling. A truly professional attitude 
requires an understanding of the profession 
as a whole—not just one little segment of 
it. Most of us are inclined to view every 
problem in terms of our own situation alone. 
But the wise and far-sighted professional 
leader is able to see beyond the walls of 
his own institution, and inspire in others as 
well, a concern for the development of all 
aspects of librarianship. 

That you are here today—at this meeting 
—indicates that you are interested in your 
State, as well as your particular school, col- 
lege or public library. I hope that you seize 
every opportunity, as well, to attend na- 
tional conferences in order to enlarge the 
scope of your thinking, and that, if you are 
an administrator, you see to it that your 
staff likewise, attend as many professional 
meetings as possible. I trust, too, that when 
you attend meetings, that you make a con- 
scious effort to meet librarians and trustees 
from other States, that you willingly accept 
committee appointments, and that you agree 
to serve as an officer, if chosen. 

Much of what we have been talking about 
—interest in all aspects of the profession, 
concern for the future, anxiety about tasks 
that need doing, and the use of authority— 
comes under the heading of responsibility. 

Leaders differ from other people in their 
willingness to assume responsibility ; to take 
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the initiative, to plan and carry through the 
tasks that need to be done, to take the credit 
or the blame, as the case may be. 


The willingness to accept responsibility is 
a key attribute in effective leadership. The 
world is full of people who are afraid of 
responsibility, who are made anxious by 
the merest possibility that responsibility may 
be theirs. The acceptance of responsibility 
means acceptance of the possibility of blame 
for failure. Merely to think of these things 
causes anxiety for most of us. The accept- 
ance of responsibility also means changing 
oneself and one’s life. Accepting respon- 
sibility means some loss of freedom; it 
means that we can no longer do what we 
want to do, for we have to do what the 
job at hand demands. Taking on a respon- 
sibility means that it becomes a part of one’s 
own self. Perhaps we like ourselves the way 
we are—or perhaps we don’t—either way, 
we are reluctant to change this familiar self 
of ours. 

Most people feel at times that certain im- 
portant things should be done—someone 
should participate in community activities, 
someone should write their Congressman, 
someone should attend association meetings, 
someone ought to serve as program commit- 
tee chairman. But doing these necessary tasks 
means taking on new responsibilities. We 
are frozen into inactivity by the thought 
of all that may be involved. It is no won- 
der, therefore, that effective leaders are in 
short supply. If more leadership is to be 
developed, it must begin by all of us assum- 
ing those responsibilities which come our 
way. Most people get opportunities to serve 
as leaders in various capacities, if only for 
brief intervals, as chairman of a panel, leader 
of a group discussion, etc. How well we 
acquit ourselves in these short periods of 
leadership may determine future opportuni- 
ties. But if we accept every chance that 
comes our way, if we do the best we can, 
and then think about it—and consider how 
we might have done better, and learn from 
Our successes and failures, then we can be 
fairly certain we are exhibiting qualities of 
effective leadership. 
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A really efficient leader is able to com- 
mand attention and to inspire his following 
because he has a secure feeling of what he 
is and what he can do, and this usually 
means that he has a good idea of what he 
is not and what he cannot do. He conveys 
these ideas to his following by what he 
says and does, and particularly by his atti- 
tude of respect and appreciation for the 
value and worth of other people. He shows 
this respect and appreciation by being will- 
ing to listen to people, as well as talking to 
them, by taking infinite pains to see that 
communication is made possible, by not 
using his power and authority to crush or 
humiliate the person who expresses his hos- 
tility openly. Conversely, he expects others 
to accept and respect him as an individual 
and not merely because of his status as a 
leader. 

An effective leader inspires and reassures 
us because he symbolizes the best that is in 
us. He may fall far short of our ideals, 
just as we fall short of them, but we admire 
his ability to progress in the desired direc- 
tion and to encourage us to do likewise. 

One of the most effective ways a leader 
can reassure and inspire is by sharing his 
power, by permitting and encouraging sub- 
ordinates or staff members to participate 
with him in making decisions and in carry- 
ing out important functions. 

The leader who can share power success- 
fully thereby tells his following, in effect, 
that he has confidence in them. Because 
of his trust in them, they are encouraged to 
become more adequate and more competent. 


And all of these qualities are enhanced 
by a sense of humor and the ability to see 
ourselves as we really are. 


Professional leadership is important be- 
cause there is more at stake than merely the 
developing of better working relations in 
a single library or a library system. Im- 
proved human relations and higher morale 
are like a tonic. They not only affect the 
relations of people on the job or in the 
library, but they also influence the lives owt- 
side the group. The person who discovers 
that he is understood, accepted, and respect- 
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ed in one area of life, develops a new ade- 
quacy that helps him in his relationships in 
other areas of life. Because he works in an 
atmosphere characterized by mutual confi- 
dence, freedom, and high morale, he will 
be inclined to carry over some of this feel- 
ing and some of the ways he has learned 
to deal with others into his relations with 
people off the job or away from his library 
group. And these people in turn, because 
of this influence, will find themselves better 
prepared to employ the principles of sound 


human relations in dealing with their asso. 
ciates. 

Thus the benefits that result from im. 
proved human relations in one library are 
spread throughout the community and out 
into the world. Therefore, the opportunities 
that we have to realize our potentialities 
as effective, professional leaders and develop 
better human relations are also our Oppor- 
tunities to help our libraries, our communi- 
ties and our Nation to develop better ways 
of living and working together. 


“Ulrich Fugger, Ribliophile, and 
Gabriel Naude, Librarian

The Renaissance, as we generally recog- 
nize it (and I add that qualification because 
Professor Toynbee refers to it as one of the 
renaissances) offered a rich opportunity to 
collectors of books and to those who might 
be recognized as the originators of library 
science. In those parts of Europe where 
the monasteries were dissolved, the libraries 
which they housed were exposed to chance, 
good or bad. Even those monastic institu- 
tions that were still sustained by the Roman 
Church were shaken by uncertainties and 
human frailties. These turned loose large 
numbers of books and manuscripts upon a 
world which was for the most part indif- 
ferent, but which did include some biblio- 
philes and a few skilled librarians. 

Among the bibliophiles were certain mem- 
bers of the Fugger family. In many respects 
this Germanic family is a striking parallel 
of the Romanic Medicis. The Fuggers 
emerged into history in Augsburg, about 
thirty miles northwest of Munich. From its 
origin Augsburg has been famous for 
its textile industries, and for a time rivaled 
Munich as a focus for traders traveling be- 
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tween Italy and North Germany. It was this 
location, as well as native competence, that 
enabled the founder of the Fugger family 
dynasty to pass along to his sons a rather 
fair inheritance. This was Johannes Fugger, 
a fourteenth century weaver—and long may 
his story be told, for from his simple origin 
developed one of the best libraries in Europe. 

He introduced his sons to the wholesale 
merchandising of linen, a rich trade on this 
active north-south route. The most promis- 
ing son, Jacob, took to banking. In his turn 
he had three sons who coalesced with the 
Welser family, also of Augsburg, about 
whom, as bibliophiles, much could also be 
said. This union of families made for a 
financial romance. They undertook both 
shipping and mining, in Spanish America 
as elsewhere. Not only did they mine prec- 
ious metals; they also won the right to coin 
gold and silver as graded legal tender. 

So powerful did they become, that Maxt- 
millian I depended on their financial sup- 
port for his wars, and his grandson, Charles 
V, who followed Maximillian as Holy Ro- 
man Emperor, had the Fuggers to thank for 
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his election. They replaced the Medicis as 
managers of the Papal accounts. As a result, 
most members of the family were given 
titles of high degree and some even mar- 
ried into the ruling houses of Europe. 

Into this background of wealth and in- 
fuence was born in 1526 the most striking 
individualist of all the family, Ulrich Fug- 
ger, a contemporary of his great fellow 
Germans, Hans Sachs, the shoemaker, meis- 
tesinger and dramatist, and Jacob Ayrer, 
also a dramatist. Ulrich grew to be far more 
interested in the humanities than in finance. 
His castle was generally open to the writers, 
artists, and scholars who traveled the well- 
beaten trade route and chose Augsburg for 
a visit to the famous patron of the arts and 
letters. Many of these visitors had ancient 
Latin and Greek manuscripts for sale, or 
knew where they could be procured. 
Through them Ulrich learned the art of the 
bibliophile and, since his opportunities came 
later and more extensive in the temporary 
collapse of monastic libraries, he developed 
into a far more shrewd collector of manu- 
scripts than Cosimo or Lorenzo of the elder 
branch of the Medici family. 

He sent his manuscripts to Henry Etienne, 
a printer at Geneva, at about the time 
Thomas Bodley was collecting a library 
which he gave to Oxford. The Etiennes 
were a family of publishers, some of whom 
were favored specially as royal printers to 
Francis I of France. Henry Etienne, who 
became a Protestant, lost this patronage to 
his brother, but he held control of the fam- 
ily printing business. He was most interest- 
ed in the classics and even compiled a Greek 
dictionary. For that reason perhaps, as well 
a because he was a Protestant, he was 
chosen by Ulrich Fugger, who had also left 
the Roman Church, as the publisher of 
Ulrich’s collection of manuscripts. 

An incident of Ulrich Fugger’s was like 
asimilar incident in that of Henry Etienne. 
As Protestants both incurred the disapproval 
of their families. This was not long after 
the Diet of Augsburg, which was held in 
Ulrich’s own city, where religious feeling 
cut deeply. Here Ulrich’s uncles threw their 
power against Luther on behalf of Eck. To 
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what extent religious emotion played in the 
rest of the story is not known, but Ulrich’s 
brothers charged him with the mismanage- 
ment of his affairs, offering as evidence the 
huge sums of money that they alleged he 
was wasting on the purchase and publication 
of manuscripts. Found mentally incapable, 
Ulrich was placed in the hands of a keeper, 
but he was soon released and lived to inherit 
the estates of his accusers. Then finding 
most of his titled relations too hostile for 
comfort, he moved his library to Heidelberg 
and settled there, where the Protestants were 
in the great majority. To the University of 
Heidelberg he bequeathed his library. There, 
between the two mountains that slope steeply 
to the Neckor River, a few miles from the 
Rhine, are yet many of the books and manu- 
scripts that were preserved by Ulrich Fugger 
from the ancients for the edification and en- 
joyment of scholars of the present day. 


A great contrast between the bibliophile 
represented by Fugger is the librarian rep- 
resented by Gabriel Naudé. At the age of 
twenty-seven, although he had been trained 
in medicine, he wrote one of the earliest 
books on library science. It might be called 
the first book: Advice On _ Establish- 
ing A Library. In the nine chapters he 
takes up nine subjects: (1) the reasons for 
the erection of a library, among which was 
the immortality of the founder and also of 
the authors of the books; (2) the first steps, 
such as the availability of bibliographies; 
(3) the number of volumes in the various 
subjects for a balanced collection; (4) the 
quality and condition of the books; (5) their 
classification; (6) methods of acquisition; 
(7) the library building; (8) its decoration ; 
and finally (9) the purpose of such an in- 
stitution. In this chapter he strongly urged 
that any library should be for the use of 
the public. Many years in time before Mel- 
vil Dewey, but just a generation before him 
in thought and appeal! 

The first English translation of Naudé’s 
book was by the diarist John Evelyn, after 
Naudé’s death. In his Diary for Novem- 
ber 16, 1661, Evelyn made this entry: “I 
presented my Translation of ‘Naudaeus con- 
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cerning Libraries’ to my Lord Chancellor; 
but it was miserably false printed.” 

Twenty-eight years later, in a letter to 
his fellow diarist, Samuel Pepys, Evelyn 
again referred to the careless printing. He 
wrote to Pepys that he once sent a copy of 
‘‘Naudaeus” to the Chancellor. ‘As for the 
translation,” he said, “it has been so insuf- 
ferably abused at the press, that the shame 
any uncorrected copy should come abroad 
has made me suppress as many as I could 
light on, not without purpose of publishing 
a new edition.” Then he added, suggesting 
that even the faultily printed edition had 
been reasonably popular: ‘. . . the first im- 
pression is, I hear, pretty well worn out.” 

Evelyn’s plans somehow miscarried; and 
it was not until 1950 that the new edition 
materialized. It is the work of the noted 
scholar in medieval literature and Biblio- 
phile, Archer Taylor, published by the. Uni- 
versity of California Press. 

Naudé’s Advice was published first in 
1627, when the author was only twenty- 
seven. From then until 1642 he held various 
positions in the private libraries of Italy and 
France. In each instance he worked on the 
scientific principles set forth in his Advice; 
the famous Bibliotheca Memiana and the 
libraries of De Bagni, Barberini, and De 
Thou are a few of the results of Naudé’s 
skill. 

It was not until 1642 that Naudé had 
the opportunity to materialize his theories 
of the last chapter, effecting his philosophy 
that any library should be dedicated to the 
public use, and not one book should be 
withheld ‘‘from the humblest of those who 
may reap any benefit thereby.”” Naudé’s am- 
bition was doubled in the mind of his new 
employer, the statesman and churchman, 
Jules Mazarin. This cardinal-count was look- 
ing for someone who could do just what 
Naudé had explained in his work: establish 
a public library, which, in turn, would im- 
mortalize the name of the collector. Mazarin 
intended his name to be as deathless as that 
of the Medicis. 

One of Naudeé’s first steps in the building 
of this great library was the cataloging of 
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the 6,000-volume Decordes collection in the 
Canon of Limoges, which was to be sold, 
This catalog was the first, so far as is known, 
to be arranged by subjects and was used 
widely as a reference bibliography. Naudé 
bought the entire library as the first large ac. 
quisition of the new Bibliothéque Mazarin. 
Afterward, he sent his assistants all over 
Europe looking for books. It is said that he 
himself often appeared at the sales all over 
the continent, armed with a ruler to bargain 
for books by the foot of shelving. (At one 
time, at least, he bargained for them by 
the pound—and they were worth it!) 

He made plans for his building, but be- 
fore its completion the civil war of the 
Fronde began, and Mazarin, the foreigner 
of lowly birth from Sicily, was sentenced 
to exile. In spite of temporary immunity 
through the intervention of Anne of Austria, 
the Queen dowager, Mazarin was suddenly 
driven out of the country, and his library 
was sold at auction under Naudeé’s super- 
vision. To save as many books as possible 
Naudé carried them away in his arms and 
explained that they were his own. Some of 
the medical books he actually purchased at 
the auction as long as his funds lasted. In 
other instances he posted agents to make 
careful lists of each buyer and the titles he 
bought. The Mazarin library was thus kept 
intact, on paper at least, by the librarian. 

Many of the books had been purchased 
by the youthful pretty, unmarried Queen 
Christina of Sweden, who engaged the then 
unemployed Naudé to serve as her librarian 
at Stockholm. She herself suffered as Maza- 
rin had suffered, with the exception that, 
after her conversion to Catholicism and 
much political disturbance, she exiled her- 
self—perhaps on some urging. In the mean- 
time Mazarin was once more regaining his 
power. On Naudé’s suggestion Christina 
returned the cardinal’s books to Paris, went 
there herself, and presumably witnessed the 
beginning of the re-establishment of the 
library that Naudé had planned. For, ironi- 
cally, death had taken Naudé on the trip 
back. 


Other purchasers of Mazarin’s books te- 
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turned their lots, so that the number of 
volumes augmented to make an impressive 
foundation for the Bibliothéque Mazarine. 
Today it stands on the left bank of the 
Seine, part of the University of Paris, in 
view of the gardens of the Tuileries, the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame, the Louvre, and 
other well-known points of interest on the 
right bank of the island. Since 1945 it has 
been part of the French Institute, but, as 
originally intended, it is open for public 
use. 


It may be questioned why Ulrich Fugger 
was selected in this paper as the bibliophile 
instead of Mazarin, who was much more 
closely associated with Naudé. The answes 
is that Mazarin was not a genuine biblio 
phile. He acquired his library in large quan- 
tities, so to speak, through agents, whereas 
Fugger amassed his collections almost book 
by book, through his own efforts. Fugger 
illustrates better the love of books, and 
Naudé stands alone as “‘the Father of Mod- 
ern Librarianship.” 


‘ohe Librarian and Juvenile 
Delinquency

Juvenile delinquency causes the citizens 
of Louisiana increasing anxiety. Librarians 
can ease this situation. Much depends, sing- 
ly and corporatively, upon how well chil- 
dren keep growing and developing; many 
fal for one reason or another to attain 
satisfactory goals. This brief article lets li- 
brarians understand why the help that they 
give in this direction has importance. What 
each does as a sensitive person, good citizen, 
and professional worker counts immeasur- 
ably. 

That which they might undertake addi- 
tionally, within their community and the 
State, to augment the welfare of children 
and youth has far reaching potential. Re- 
garding this possibility, four questions are 
asked and summarily answered. (1) Why. 
should juvenile delinquency especially in- 
terest and challenge librarians? (2) Is there 
a juvenile delinquency philosophy to guide 
their activity? (3) Are there practical steps 
that they might take to aid more disadvan- 
taged boys and girls than is now the case? 
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(4) What could extra feeling and service 
on the librarian’s part mean to troubled 
children and youth, community and nation, 
and themselves ? 


The Problem 


Many people are perplexed today about 
the social violations of children and youth. 
The inquiry is often posed: why must so 
much juvenile delinquency prevail. Our kind 
of society wants and expects juvenile de- 
cency. Individuals and groups show concern 
when the mature development of children 
is not reached or only partly so. 


More heed must be paid these failures. 
Juvenile delinquency is a symptom of what 
is amiss in an impressive number of Ameri- 
can children, youths, and communities. 
Symptomatically, the situation involves both 
the violators and the causative agents. At 
the same time, national desire to right this 
wrong is a symbol of what a democratic 
nation envisions. When these two facets are 
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reckoned with, the need for increased effort 
is made clear. 

All over the country better-paying meth- 
ods of delinquency prevention and treat- 
ment are sought. This public awareness is 
a hopeful sign. However, shadowboxing and 
surface-scratching that pertain to the hand- 
ling of delinquency stay commonly to the 
fore. The fact is that the causes and treat- 
ment of delinquency are tied to a social 
reality over which, singly or collectively, we 
often seem powerless. Just as man is unable 
to manage easily the tides of the sea, so 
man’s manipulation of oceanic social change 
presents a similar dilemma. Nevertheless, 
cultural phenomena unlike physical ones de- 
pend upon human feeling, intelligence, 
imagination, and goals. Social forces con- 
sequently differ from those of Nature. Hope 
of a certain amount of control and direction 
is reasonable. However, this potential is 
hard to channel and utilize. 

The difficulty of doing this is more pro- 
nounced in the country we live in where 
coercion and totalitarian tools are its arch- 
enemies. Yet, the opportunity to modify 
social phenomena is always at hand. We 
may never get like-minded nor single-pur- 
posed or strong enough to undo and steer 
effectively what is evolving. But the proba- 
bility is there, and it should beckon us. 

No one denies that momentous community 
changes now occur. Louisiana furnishes 
many examples. These affect, overtly and 
covertly, our social institutions. Changes in 
these settings alter individual and group 
behavior. While much that is appearing af- 
fords undreamed gains and resources, cer- 
tain developments are detrimental and at- 
tacking. These bring social problems because 
of which juvenile delinquency increases in 
Louisiana. Sociological and psychological 
factors outside the individual violator are 
found everywhere. Treatment and prevent- 
ive measures grow complicated for this rea- 
son or accomplish less than desired. 

Urbanizing, industrializing, international- 
izing, militarizing, and other mass move- 
ments are now impressive aspects of all 
American life. Together, they make a con- 
sequential social force that settles, in large 
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measure, what every citizen believes, wants, 
and can expect. Children and youth ‘must 
pay for both profits and losses. 

The current shift in male-female polarity 
illustrates this ambivalence. Patterns of liv- 
ing in American families are modified be- 
cause of a rapproachment of the sexes, 
Children need both the unconditional love 
of women and the conditional love of men. 
These are required, if boys and girls are to 
develop into persons with a requisite moth- 
erly and fatherly conscience. As the male 
assumes more of women’s prerogatives and 
traits and the female assumes more of those 
of men, it is harder than ever to rear chil- 
dren satisfactorily. This becomes particularly 
so when more competitive interests and de- 
mands outside the home exact time, energy, 
and drive from a larger number of mothers 
and fathers. Many children and youth get 
shortchanged by new developmental con- 
ditions. That so many stay decent rather 
than grow delinquent is truly surprising. 

Therefore, society is intimately connected 
with the delinquency of children and youth. 
Culture fosters the community and family 
situations give it a start. For this reason, 
citizens need to do everything possible to 
offset impeding influences. This is so, even 
if much that social agencies are asked to 
undertake has only a superficial quality. The 
following assertions about community wel- 
fare have personal and group meaning. Each 
is immediately and ultimately pertinent. 

It is asserted that juvenile delinquency is 
endemic in our kind of society, and that 
its causes stem back to social conditions; 
and that, as long as these conditions con- 
tinue, the problem of juvenile delinquency 
must persist although controlled and les- 
sened., 
It is asserted that rapid cultural changes 
in the United States today are bound to 
affect patterns of individual, family, and 
community living in both a positive and 
negative manner ; and that, because of this 
situation, it is unrealistic to expect only 
favorable outcomes of children’s growing 
and developing. 

It is asserted that the current volume and 

kinds of delinquency relate directly to 
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what communities do, or do not do, in 
relation to the proper growing and ma- 
turing of all children and youth. 


lt is asserted that parents, mothers espe- 
cially, meet today a wide range of new 
situations in their child-rearing job; and 
that the problems related thereto tax heav- 
ily even the ablest. 


It is asserted that social conditions and 
pressures frequently preclude many par- 
ents from having enough resources to ful- 
fill fully the obligations they have to chil- 
dren and society. 


It is asserted that these lagging mothers 
and fathers should be aided rather than 
condemned or punished ; and that society, 
because of its own limitations and exact- 
ments, is obligated to supply to them that 
which is required in the way of teaching, 
helping, and healing service so that they, 
their children, and community might 
profit. 


It is asserted that prevailing services in be- 
half of children and youth in conflict, 
which communities and the state supply, 
help invaluably; but that quantitative and 
qualitative shortages in these programs re- 
strict the aid given and cause many chil- 


dren and youth in trouble to stay un- 


changed. 


It is asserted that once the public and pro- 
fessional workers are fully aware of the 
influential part that communities current- 
ly play in causing juvenile delinquency of 
various kinds and degrees, attitudes and 
practices regarding the problem may alter 
and result in better plans for the welfare 
of all concerned. 

Additional comment is called for. The 
plight that we are in should not make us 
confirmed pessimists. We should try to be- 
come meliorisets, that is, persons who use 
shared intelligence, imagination, and energy 
to make conditions better, uncertain though 
the outcome is. Although: society may tend 
to grow into the sort that Huxley portrays 
in his The Brave New World or Orwell in 
1984, such fate may be our destiny but it 
need not be our goal. 
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Philosophy 


What we believe and hope for is of great 
moment. Many people look upon philo- 
sophical discussion as being remote and 
abstract. It plays, nevertheless, a leading 
role. Will Durant in The Story of Philoso- 
phy summarizes our need for such a philo- 
sophical base. 

“To observe processes and to construct 
means is science, to criticize and coordi- 
nate ends is philosophy; and because in 
these days our means and instruments have 
multiplied beyond our interpretation and 
synthesis of ideals and ends, our life is 
full of sound and fury, signifying noth- 
_ing. For a fact is nothing except in rela- 
tion to purpose and a whole. Science 
without philosophy, facts without per- 
spective and valuation, cannot save us 
from havoc and despair, science gives us 
knowledge, but only philosophy can give 
us wisdom.” 

All this has much to do with what work- 
ers with children and youth want and under- 
take. How they feel influences how they 
interpret and lessen the delinquency prob- 
lem. Why has this matter a personal and 
social significance? Is its whole compre- 
hended? What is its relationship to total 
society and the social institutions? Does 
enough wisdom characterize the approaches 
conceived and the methods employed? Have 
we abiding beliefs regarding what and how 
help must be supplied ? 

““As a man thinketh in his heart, so is he’ 
is a principle that has Biblical authority be- 
hind it. Deep feeling should prevail. That 
which each of us believes about juvenile de- 
linquency determines, in large part, what is 
thought, done, and hoped for the troubled 
boys and girls of a community. Therefore, 
the simple credo that follows merits careful 
reflection. 

I BELIEVE that juvenile delinquency is a 

consequential problem which affects di- 

rectly the welfare of individuals, groups, 

and the community. 

I BELIEVE that any misbehaving child or 

youth may easily become delinquent, and 

that, for this reason, it is important for 
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personality difficulties to be noted early 
and dealt with satisfactorily at their start. 


I BELIEVE that families, in most in- 
stances, do this discovering, training, and 
disciplining job most easily and in the 
best way; and that parents should be aided 
in every possible way by help that church- 
es, schools and community services should 
be prepared to give. 

I BELIEVE that children and youth who 
commit legal offenses require the attention 
of specialized law enforcement agencies, 
and that these agencies must be qualified 
to supply what communities desire. 

I BELIEVE that the discipline and service 
which the Court undertakes for a juvenile 
delinquent’s improvement should be 
planned on an individualized basis and 
be carefully carried through. 

I BELIEVE that there are delinquencies of 
many kinds, that these have many causes, 
and that many different approaches to 
lessening them are needed. 

I BELIEVE that, unless community living 
and goals are conducive to the satisfac- 
tory developing of children, delinquent 
behavior must result. 


I BELIEVE that, on the whole, the chil- 


dren and youth of Louisiana thrive; but, 
also, believe that still greater civic effort 
should be made on everyone's part to help, 
in definite ways, those who are not thriv- 
ing and those who could be doing better. 
More advance, locally and nationally, can 
be made if each of us moves firmly ahead. 
The elementary beliefs of individuals are 
foundation stones upon which all social 
building must be realized. Next decades can 
hold great promise for troubled children 
and youth. Whether or not this will be so 
depends upon how much each one (singly 
and unitedly) believes, knows, and achieves. 


Proposals 


The four propositions that follow stress 
new horizons. “Think big, be big, grow 
big’ is an injunction as meaningful to 
persons in the field as it is to those in in- 
dustry and business; likely, it is more so. 
Librarians, along with others affect signif- 
cant social change if bigness characterizes 
all their thinking and work. 

1. More parents in every neighborhood 
can be encouraged and aided to do 
their child-rearing job better, thereby, 
they and society would benefit greatly, 
both immediately and in the future.

More people in the com- 
munity, of all walks of life must dare 
and care to grow venturesome and 

more aggressive in behalf of all chil- 
dren's happiness. New programs and 
practices can be tried out, in the ex- 
pectation that the energy and mone) 
now being spent will bring better 
results and pay higher returns. 

To present an authoritative blue print of 
that which librarians should attempt to do 
about juvenile delinquency would be pre- 
sumptuous. Nevertheless, there are signifi- 
cant areas of personal change and improve- 
ment that each of them might promote. Some 
of these inner possibilities are set forth next 
under three headings: (1) cautions, (2) hy- 
potheses, and (3) steps. These items are 
commonplace, and they are already acted 
upon by many librarians. However, new 
perspective and incentive result when the 
whole that they afford is sensed and at- 
tended. 


Cautions: 


Don’t think that nothing more can be 
done to lessen the juvenile delinquency 
problem. 

Don't think that enough is now being 
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done to enhance and safeguard all 
children’s growing and developing. 

Don’t think that what one person or a few 
persons might do can’t count. 

Don't think that this is a job for experts 
only. 

Don’t think that existing conditions can’t 
be changed, and that besides it would 
require too much money. 

Don't think that delinquent children and 
youth are not worthwhile, and deserve 
less than you want for your own. 

Don’t think that parents and all profes- 
sional workers aren't in the key spot to 
lead a community attack on this urgent 
social problem. 


On the other hand: 


Try hard to think and act about juvenile 
delinquency in positive rather than neg- 
ative ways. 

Try hard to envision wholes rather than 
parts, 

Try hard to recognize that human simi- 
larities are more consequential than 
differences. 

Try hard to view the behavior of children 
and youth from a longitudinal stand- 
point rather than emphasize a particular 
incident, noting especially what per- 
sonal biography shows about each 
child’s development. 

Try hard to be and stay dynamic and 
experimental rather than static and 
tradition-bound. 

Try hard to make children and youth ends 
in themselves rather than means. 

Try hard to reflect and plan rationally, 
rather than emotionally, about mis- 
behavior. 

Try hard to comprehend the inherent 
worth and strength of all 
beings; but be no perfectionist. 

Try hard to be evolutionary not revolu- 
tionary in what you think, do, and 
anticipate. 

Try hard to have self-transcending goals; 
but, at the same time, take competent 
care of your own important self and 
learn to spend your precious energy 
with economy and wisdom.

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2. Hypotheses s 


When taken together, these following 
hypotheses recapitulate what has _ been 
pointed out. Taken alone, each concentrates 
on a single angle of this multi-natured re- 
sponsibility. The particular area with which 
each deals is a likely spot to begin attack on 
this serious social problem. Hypothetico- 
deductive approach to problem solving here, 
as well as elsewhere, has scientific validity 
and a social usefulness. 

If citizens and professional workers fail 
to appreciate what underlies juvenile 
delinquency and remain static in their 
thinking and doing about this issue, ju- 
venile delinquency problems of this nation 
seem bound to mount in cost and in- 
fluence. 


If more fathers, mothers, and other adults 
were inspired and helped to understand 
the dynamics of children’s growing and 
developing, and do better relating with 
them and grow less anxious, the likeli- 
hood of delinquencies decreasing would 
be enhanced; and if adults imparted sat- 
isfactorily to children and youth (1) the 
importance of their knowing 
bounds, (2) the need of discipline, and 
(3) why becoming responsible persons 
pays good personal and social dividends, 
acceptable behavior patterns in more chil- 
dren and youth would be established and 
fortified.

If personnel in the field of preventing 
and correcting juvenile delinquency were 
both adequate and competent to meet 
current demands, social services now given 
would count more, singly and corpora- 
tively; this would invite public support 
and confidence of generous, constant, and 
hopeful nature instead of the uncertain 
kind now commonly evidenced. 

If greater attention and official effort were 
directed to establishing and maintaining 
statewide systems of high-standard spe- 
cialized courts and unified plans for ap- 
propriate treatment after adjudication, 
this new coverage could be productive, 
closing gaps and stopping limitations. 
If state and local departments of govern- 
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ment that have concern and obligation 
for youth welfare worked more closely 
and intelligently together, and if workers 
in the healing, teaching, and helping agen. 
cies of the community fused rather than 
splintered their energy expenditure, team. 
work would move problem-solving sub- 
stantially ahead and show results that 
disintegration fails to achieve. 
If more salient research regarding delin- 
quency were fostered, correlated, and sup- 
ported, and if more experimental projects 
were wisely carried through and evalu- 
ated, still newer light on its prevention 
and treatment would give better insight 
and outlook. 

If each of us put extra quality into 

what we daily think, do, and hope, chil- 

dren and youth would be served more 
effectively than now. Hopefully we 
would affect community attitudes and 
organization, on which all that is wanted 
and tried largely depends. If what comes 
from particularly good performance were 
added together, it could eventually 
change the national juvenile picture. 
In the United States there are the know- 
how, resources, and ideology to circumvent 
much juvenile delinquency. Improved ways 
and means are known for battling it. What 
shall happen in this struggle depends upon 
how ably each person does his distinctive 
part. The common enemy remains formid- 
able. Current shadow-boxing nets little; 
and this kind of fighting must gradually 
be replaced. More public understanding, in- 
creased professional skills, and greater cour- 
age must be looked upon as basic require- 
ments. 
3. Steps: 

Each librarian can take definite steps to 
lessen delinquency in his or her community. 
These steps are stated at this point as com- 
mands. However, the intent is to beseech 
rather than order. What is proposed has 
to do with the feeling, understanding, and 
skill that the librarian has. The kind of 
self image that one develops is an integral 
part of the warp and woof of personal 
thinking, doing, and hoping. The aid given 
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to troubled children and communities is 
bound to mean more where the self image 
one has of himself helps. 


Sense deeply the unusual opportunities 
and responsibilities that being a mature 
American citizen entails. (This may well 
be the most im portant contribution any- 
one can make.) 


Do an especially able job in one’s own 
position, on the grounds that: “that 
light shines farthest that shines brightest 
at home.”’ 


Get better acquainted, singly and in 
groups, with new concepts about human 
development and behavior. 

Watch and safeguard carefully all the 
community services that affect the welfare 
of families, children, and youth. 

Reach out and help particularly some 
individual, family, or group that is in 
particular need and to which this per- 
sonal service may count invaluably; and 
know that this voluntary help may pay 
invaluable dividends. 

Keep in close contact with public officials 
and impress upon them your hope that 
what's being well done may be done 
even better; but criticize and proceed 
rationally. 

Foster and support actively the improve- 
ment and extension of special facilities 
and programs that augment and stabilize 
family living. 

Encourage all the groups in which one 
has membership to become increasingly 
aware of children’s needs and to spend 
added time, energy, and money in behalf 
of children in trouble and averting such 
trouble. 

Be a constant, generous and informed 
leader and watch carefully for the time 
and place to make leadership count the 
most, knowing well that “great oaks 
do from little acorns grow.” 

Hold always to the worth and dignity 
of all mankind, and to the principles 
and practices engendered by our rich 
Judaic-Christian tradition and _ heritage; 
and, heed well that today’s children are 
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tomorrow's adults and what this means 

personally and socially. 
These directives are realistic. Workers of 
all the professions know already the deep 
satisfactions that come from making such 
gains. In so improving, both children and 
their own selves greatly benefit. Beyond 
doubt, this effort is costly but worthwhile. 


Outlook 


What has been said, thus far, is directed 
to troubled children and the assistance that 
librarians may give. Reasons why this aid 
is important were indicated. Suggestions 
were made about ways and means to en- 
hance their role in lessening delinquency. 
All this should result in important changes. 
Nevertheless, it would not go far enough. 

On account of this limitation, a matter 
of still greater consequence than juvenile 
delinquency is stressed. It has to do with 
the fact that what is done well by commu- 
nities for all the children living there has, 
by far, the greatest influence. This broad 
effort stops delinquency patterns from tak- 
ing a hold. It encourages the universal de- 
cency and literacy that communities cherish. 
In this, librarians play distinctive roles, for 
they are preventionists in the fullest sense. 
In definite ways, librarians have the oppor- 
tunity to influence prophylactically all chil- 
dren and youth. This is done before social 
sickness begins. 

Librarians are urged to do careful re- 
flecting. Nothing in life is so powerful as 
are ideas. Those glimpsed here may root 
and be profitably nurtured. In the long 
run, thinking of this kind affects the 
common weal. This lets more Louisiana 
boys and girls be happy and promising. 
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with great profit.

The award is given to the library which has 
done most to exceed its own record of the 
previous year says the chairman, Miss Metel- 
la Williams of the L.S.U. Library School.
